During a heavy fog in llio Sound early 


Sunday morning rrui^lil aty.iinor GiLy of 
Brockton van down schooner Richard Hill 
of and from Thowaslon, Mo;, bound for 
New York with a cargo of lime. The col- 
lision occurred about five miles oil' Sands 
I?oiul, the schooner at the lime mnniufr 
along before :L light easterly breeze. Tho 
steamer caiuc out of the fog with scarcely 
a moment's trim) Ing mid struck tlicschoon- 
or on llicutarboanl bow,cutting her iln\vn 
to the \va*,er'*s odgc and at the same tiir.c 
carrying away a portion of her .standing 
rig-fiiii ir and her mainmast,. Captain Ellif, 
who was on deck at the time, was swept 
overboard, but was rescued. The water 
entered the hold and set fire to tho lime, 
ami alter hastily gathering together a fr-w 
of their belongings the crew pulled for (he 
steamer, where they were assisted on 
board. Tho schooner was 
IcfL drifting in 


the Sound and it is thought sunk a few 
hours after the accident. 


The.-damagc to the City of. Brockton 


consisted of several breaks in her guard 
rail, paddle box and house -on the alar- 
board side. The boat proceeded to Fall 
River and a gang of workmen was sent 
from the shops here to repair tlie bo:it. It 
ia ox [-acted that the slight damage to the 
wheel wHl be repaired so that tho Brock- 
ton can leave tonight for New York.
